POINT A LA HACHE, LA.—Five 
thousand acres of rich Mississippi 
river delta land below here is being 
reclaimed to produce an estimated 
30,000 freight carloads of produce 
annually, 

Backers of the project, the Buras 
levee district drainage system, de- 
clare that 5,000 acres will grow vege- 
tables of finer substance than much 
of the produce grown 
Grande valley of Texas, and that 
the area also will be ideal for citrus 
fruit growing. 

The reclaimed land is a rectangu- 
lar plot paralleling the Mississippi 
river’s western bank. It runs from 
Port Sulphus a distance of about 
12 miles down river to Buras, near 
It lies between 
two levees, that protecting river 
lands from the Mississippi on one 


side and a newly built storm provec- | 


tion levee on the other which pre- 


| vents the ground being struck by 


tidal overflows from the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

This land heretofore has been in- 
undated more by backwaters of the 
gulf than by the Mississippi. 
now a string of powerful pumping 
stations has been installed to force 
the waters from the inland-most 
points down to the tidal protection 
levees, over them and into the gulf. 

That system, which will operate 
continually, consists of the pumping 
stations, huge lines of concrete 
pipes, and wide and deep drainage 
ditches, all pushing the waters off 
the delta lands and into the gulf. 

Soil experts and officials of the 
drainage district say the reclaimed 
lands contain minerals valuable for 
rapid growth of vegetables. 


Vitamin Tests by Texas 


U. to Cover 3-Year Period 


AUSTIN, TIEXAS.—Tests for the 
presence and effect of various vita- 
mins on living tissue, both human 
and animal, will be made over a 
three-year period with specially de- 


signed equipment to be installed by 


the University of Texas. 

The research will be financed by 
the Clayton Foundation of Houston, 
Tex. It will.be under direction of 
Dr. Roger Williams, University of 
Texas. bio-chemist who achievdd dis- 
tinction last year by artificial pro- 
duction of pantothenic acid, popu- 
larly known as the tenth vitamin 


When Dr. Williams succeeded in | 


the. synthesis of pantothenic acid. 
he became the first scientist to be 
credited successively with discov 
ery, isolation and synthesis of a 
vitamin. 

The, Clayton foundation was es- 
tablished by the Texas family of that 
name which became wealthy in cot- 
ton marketing. Benjamin Clayton is 
president. 

The same foundation also is back- 
ing an extended study of Malta feyer 
being carried on in a special labora- 
tory built by the university for the 
purpose.

Dam Imperils 
Traces of Race 


Rising Waters inOklahoma , 


Project Blot Out Old 


Civilization. 


GROVE, OKLA.—A page from the 
unwritten history. of a cultured In- 
dian race, which flourished when 
Europe was plunging into the Dark 
ages, will be blotted out by im- 
pounded waters above Grand River 
dam. 


Anthropologists, who have pieced 
together part of the history of this 
vanished people re racing with the 
rising waters of the completed pow- 
er dam to salvage what they can. 


To the excavations near this 
northeastern Oklahoma town have 
been sent 79 WPA workers and two 
supervisors to unearth the traces of 
Indian villages and cliff dwellings 
that lie in the path of the gathering 
waters. 


One project near Tahlequah, 
which is outside the dam basin, has 
been shut down temporarily to fur- 
nish the needed experienced work- 
men. 

Depending upon the amount of 
rainfall, supervisors calculate they 
have only from three to six months 
of grace. 


Had Advanced Culture 


Already the spade has turned up 
enough evidence in eastern Okla- 
homa to convince anthropologists 
that these mound-builders—who 
peopled the Mississippi valley from 
800 to 1,200 years age—boasted a 
culture superior to most North 
American tribes that the white man 
found. 

Dr. Forrest E. Clements; associ- 
ate professor of anthropology at the 
University of Cklahoma, who directs 
the work, says that art designs on 
engraved shell and repousse copper 
gorgets are reminiscent of some 
phases of Central American art. 

Trade relations definitely existed 
between these prehistoric tribes ex- 
tending clear to the Gulf of Mexico. 


The head on one of the ceremonial 
pipes bears a striking resemblance 
to some of the giant stone heads 
recently unearthed in Central Amer- 
ica and has a similar headdress, 
roughly resernbling a football hel- 
met.
